IT IS BEGINNING l<) LOOK RIGHT, 


Tbere is a disposniuu by some of our 


more enterprising business people to 
make some provision for the reduction 
of copper ores, which are plentiful in 
the mountains near Reno. It is en- 
couraging to learn taat Reno men are 
interesting tbamielyes in making pre- 
vision for home industries wbicb may 
be made profitable to the people and 
to themselves. The farmer and the 
lark, as related in story at the olose ot 
Noah Webster's spelling book, from 
which some of the older Soys learned 
a lessou of dependence and indepen- 
dence in early boyhood, is making an 
appearance ia the spirit it was intended 
to cultivate and enlarge. 


The present outlook at Rsno gives 


an appearance that the lesson 
cany 


bear frait, winch will be a verification 
of the bible record. Truin up a child 
in the way be should go and he will 
depart from it when he u old. Tbe 
lessou was intended to show the neces- 
sity there is of dependence upon our- 
Belves to suooesd; also to teach ttie 
underlying principle there is to suc- 
cess iu independence of others, when 
we can do that which is demanded by 
our environment without their assist- 
ance. 


Do what you can do without the aid 


of others and there will uot be loss of 
time or disappointment by depending 
on the help of others that may not 
come. Should an enterprise be en- 
tered upon that will lead to profit by 
our own enterprising citizen?, it will 
do more to direct public attention to 
Reno and Washoe county than any 
enterprise would do that is provided 
hy others. It is iu the order of things 
tbat action is attraction. Tue atten- 
tion of others is directed in a way hy 
action that words will not call forth. 
Attention is not only engaged bj 
action, but the mind is called into 
action and investigation, a result that 
no other means will bring about. 


Action presents to the minds of 


others the industry included in the 
form of a query, and the state of the 
man whose attention IB arrested la the 
opposite of what it ia when he is ad- 
dressed in words. When addressed in 
words ouly, he i* approached by the 
person whose interest it 13 to enlist his 
favor. 
PeiMua=iou has largely to be 


nsed in 
connection with imparting 


a k n o w l e l g e o f the subject presented 
before an impression can be made to 
enlist favorable consideration. When 
work is kOiog oa for a given purpose 
the mui under whose observation it 
comes is Interested aud begin* to in- 
quire about Us otijaot or purpose and 
the positions of HJB men are largely 
reversed and interest is enlisted with- 
out persuasion or effort in the enter- 
pri<e. 


Action has in it a lifting or a self- 


helping power that will bring anccess 
if it m possible under the environment 
in wl ijh it is mopiup, and more par- 
ticularly 19 it so wbpn tte conditions 
present are favorable, such us a pre- 
sumed knowledge on the part of those 
engaged ia the enterprise, which the 
people of Reno would be deemed to 
possess of natural 
mineral develop- 


ment in Washoe county. Much effort 
has been expended by men who are 
residents of Reno and the county of 
Waahoe to develop the mineral wenlth 
of the county, but it hag hitherto re- 
ceived no encouragement from those 
who were not directly engaged iu the 
work. When any effort was made to 
brmt the county and 
its natural 


wealth to the attetj'ion of others there 
has been a class who, for the purpose 
of showing their superior knowledge 
of the si.rrouudiugo, have made it a 
duty to underestimate the work and 


These contemptable creatures have 
done more to injure enterprise by 
speaking in a deprecating manner and 
falsely of others whose efforts were of 
a praise-worthy nature than the talk- 
ative driver of the slow worn out coach 
because their tongues are evil and 
their minds distill poison that la con- 
tinually applied to progress in the 
efforts of other?. It is begotten in 
envy and jealousy that contains a 
poison to good will and harmony in the 
community and through these condi- 
tions the united efforto of the com- 
munity have been larg-ely injaied. 
In 


small communities these people have 
influence that is not known in larger 
communities as their size is equal 
only to small things which is chiefly 
in making mischief. 


The writer has been subject to the 


attacks of these creatures for so many 
years tbat it has become part of bis 
life to disregard them but those who 
are among us and have not been made 
auoject to such attacks where they 
h ive lived and who are, to onr personal 
k lowledte, engaged earnestly in de- 
velopment wnrk" that is likely to aid 
tfie community have comoUined to (lie 
JOUBNAL about theee people and re- 
quested that public mention be made 
of the mischief they are engaged in, 
whose business it is to attend to the 
business of others who are engaged in 
doing work tbat may be a benefit to 
the community and themselves. The 
abil'ty of these creatures except for 
mischief, is not worthy of notice, but 
when the probible success of any en- 
terprise is aspiiiled to strangers who 
hive no knowledge of the character of 
these personp, it becomes a positive 
injury to the community at large and 
becomes a proper subject f i r public 
notice.

A STRINGENT 


FOOD LAW 


Prohibits the Use of Arsenic or 


Alum in all Articles 


olf Diet. 


The law enacted bp the Missouri leg- 


islature, a copy of which was recently 
published in oar columns, and which 
prohibits the manufacture or sale of 
an; article intended for food or to be 
used In the preparation of food, which 
oontaini alam, arsenic, amonia, etc., 
places that state in the lead in the mat- 
tar of sanitary legislation. 


Laws restricting the use of alum in 


bread have been in force in England, 
Germany and France for many years. 
En this country, in Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky and eev- 
•ral other stater, direct legislation ID 
reference to the sale of alum baking 
powders has nlso been effected. In sev- 
eral of these states their sale ia pro- 
libited unless they are branded to 
show that they contain ulum, and in 
the Diatriot of Colombia, under the 
aws of Congress, the sale of bread 
containing alam has been made ille- 
gal.

flt upon it. Many grocers, doubt- 


ess, do not know that the powders they 
are thus poshing urealam powders, the 
sale of whioh would be H misdemeanor 
under the law reterred to. 


It ii quite impossible to give the 


names, of a)} the alum baking powders, 
[hey are constantly appearing in all 
sorts of disguises, under 
different 


names and at all kinds of prices, even 
as low us five and ten cents a pound. 
They can be avoided, however, by the 
lousekceper who will bear in mind 
that all baking powders sold at 25 cents 
or lues par pound are liable to contain 
lam, asptire cream ot tartar powders 
cannot be produced at anything like 
this prifle,
